The foreign policy of the Inte Govern- 
ment is next reviewed, credit is taken for 
obtaining the “fulfilment of the oo 
nant with Montenegro” and_secuci 
saly to Greeee,and for a United aud 
Independent Afghanistan; and the wise 
policy of Lord Ripon is praised. He 
take credit for the 
present tranquillity in South Afrion, and 
he finds “sources of comfort” 
Egyptian nffnira, while going further 
than Lord Hartington in admitti 
that he committed errors and “ serious 
errors too, in the Souda These he 
disoreotly says Le “cannot now state 
in detail, but our responsibility for 
them cannot be questioned.” Adversity 
bas thus had its uses to him; au 
acknowledgment that he can err is 
a uovelty, Having by his serious 
errors in the Soudan and a general 
woukness in foreign affuira increased 
the national expenditure to au unpre. 
cedented sum, he now sansa, that “ho 
shall rejoice if it shall effectnally arrest 
the attention of the nation.” As re- 
gards affnirs in tho future he “ tnkes 
upon him with uo intention of cavil or of 
cousnre to express in terms, if possi- 
ble stronger and clearer that those 
he hina used in Parliament, an earn. 
eat aspiration for our withdrawal 
from Egyptian territory at the enrliest 
moment which honour will permit.” 
He is opposed to compensation for our 
“efforts and sacrifices in Egypt,” which 
monn that ho is opposed to annexation, 
He advvcates reform of parliamentary 
proceeding and the reform of looal 
government, but is not sure that the 
viows of the country are clear and 
its mind ripened on this Inst great eub- 
ject. Ite objects should be, he saye, 
to reotify the balance of taxation as 
between real and personal property, to 
put an end to charging local burdens 
on the Consolidated Fand which are 
an incident to property, to relieve the 
ratepayer by making over for local 
purposes carefully chosen items of 
taxation, to supply local management 
with indacemeuts to economy, and, 
most of all, to render the system re- 
presentative and free. He commends 
the gentry “for their upright aud in- 
telligent discharge of local duty, and 
is confident they will continue to enjoy 
this honourable distinotion.” It will 
be atrange if his moderate views on 
this question satisfy the advanced Rat 
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cals, who give © much wider seope to 
local government, and in many 
stances meni by it the exclusion of 
the gentry from a share in county 
management, To this Inst reform he 
reasonably looks for a change in tho 
Liquor laws. He is opposed to entaile 
on economic principles, he desires to 
maintain freedom of bequest and esta. 
blish freedom of possession, and to deal 
transfer nud registration 
g life and upon death, and 
ure as it now exists. He 
of 
land, bat he believes that the fanda- 
mental principles which make property 
secure in England will be upheld, Ho 
believes the Liberal Party to be united 
in all these principles ; they are in basi 
truly Liberal, and they ought not to stir 
Conservative alarms, No seotion cone 
stitutes the Liberal Party, each con. 
stitutes an element in it, and as he has 
found honourable co-operation with 
Liberals of nil sections,especially daring 
the last five ardaous years; he hopes for 
the sume in the future. ‘These are, he 
saya, the political matters which lave 
been forasufficient time before the public 
mind, and which therefore may be con- 
sidered ripe, but there are othera which 
“fromany fall attempt to set them forth, 
the law of natare, at my time of life, 
diaper me,” This is the second 
allusion iu the address to his age, and, 
by inference, to the possibility of his 
not continuing to lead hie Part, 
‘The questions whiol he thus bequeaths 
to his suecessore are Reform of the 
Honse of Lorde, Disestablishment of 
the Church, and Free Schools, As 
regards the Lords he holds with Mr, 
Burke that knowledge aud virtue alone 
have an intrinsi¢ right lo govern, which 
is an odd opinion for the statesman 
‘old who has virtually handed over 
political power to a democracy ; bat he 
cannot exclude the action of other in- 
fluences, such as the growing power of 
wenlth ; still, he hopes that “in the 
reconstitution of the House of Peers, 
when it arrives, a reasonable share of 
power may be allowed, under wi 
ditions, to the principle of birt 
is not the least likely that this hope 
will weigh with that considerable sec- 
ion of the Liberal Party who d 
to reform tho Lords in a sweeping 
fashiov, but probably’ when the re- 
form of the Upper House is seri- 
ously undertaken something of the 
kind will be adopted, It would be one 
of these compromises which are sq 
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common in. English polities, and by 
which the State has more than once 
been saved from internal distarb- 
ance, Disestablishment he considers 
to have been more fully probed and 
unfolded in Scotland than elsewhere, 
and to have excited a lively feeling in 
Wales, bat it is the larger case in Eng- 
land which arrests attention. He says 
nothing of the Church of Scotland, and 
does not think that so vast a question 
ag the severance of the Church of Eng- 
land from the State ean become practi 
cal, until it shall bave grown familiar 
to tho public mind by thorough 
cussion. Nor can it be undertaken he 
says, ina country like England except 
with a large observance of the principles 
of equity and liberality, At the same 
time he sees a current setting through- 
out the world in the direction of dis- 
eatablishment, (hough he cannot forecast 
“the dim and distant courses of the 
future.” Ho reserves final jadgment on 
Free Schools, As regards Ireland he 
would plage hier politically on the same 
ground as the rest of the Kingdom, 
by extending similar local government 
to her, and admits that it ie possible 
to mar by narrow prejudices aud by 
appeals to passivn any adjustment of 
that important question, Bat if such 

P he believes the 
spirit of the nation will prove adequate 
to the solution of the problem, His 
mind is clenr that the sopremncy of 
the Crown, the unity of the Ewpire 
and the authority of Parliament shall 
he maintained, He believes “that bis. 
tory and posterity will eo 
disgrace the memory of any. ma 
be he who be may, and ou w 
over site of the Chanel he may dmel, 
that, having the power to nid in an 
equitable settlement between Irelandand 
Grent Britain shall use that power not 
to aid but to retard if.” ‘These em- 
phatio words will produce the best 
effect in England, bat they are very 
likely still farther to exusporate the 
National Party in Ireland. For that 
Mr, Glndstone need t care. The 
address was uot issued in time to be 
cvimmented on by the London morning 
papere, and the only evening ones that 
we have seon are the Pall Afail and 
St. James's Gazette, The former cal 
an old mnu’s programe, aud crit 
it in a depreciatory epirit, as man: 
be seen from the last sentences of its 
leader :—" There is nothing here to ati- 
malate hope, to excite enthusinem, to 
satisfy or to shape tho hundred vague 
but earnest, aspirations of the young 
democracy.—With this manifesto the 
curtain falls upon the old party divisions 
and party couflicts of the past half cen- 
tary. It will rise to-morrow ou the death 
grapple of ‘Lory Democracy and Militant 
Radicatiam to wrest from one another 
the affection of the new masters of our 
politiont destiny.” This is rather in 
the Jefferson Brick style, and unless 
the telegrams which we have pablished 
aro all wrong the effect has been quite 
difforent; there has been a coming 
together cf the sections of the Liberal 
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Party. All moderation is not for the 
future to disappear from English poli- 
tics. The St. James's Gazette takes a 
party view of the address, ‘There 
may be nothing very stirring in the 
manifesto, but its reasonableness will 
commend it to the jadgment of the 
“Right Centre” of English polities, 
the large number of those who are 
neither Tory nor Liberal, in whose 
lands political power has really hither 
to rested, we are inclined to 
think will still remain, in spite of 
extension of the suffrage, and either 
an earnest or a ‘Lory demooracy.

Upon Captain 
Expniia atill refusing, ho called upon the 
ofticors and crew to fire, Upon this the Cap- 
tain drew his revolver, saying that he would 
shoot any one who obeyed or repeated 
this order, Seiior Babriles again called 
upon the men to fire, when Captain Espaiia 
slot lim throngh the shoulder, and re- 
moved him below, exrrying him prisoner to 
Manila for trial,’ which is said to be now 
proceeding.”

GERMANY'S COLONISING POLI 
‘THere i ‘auch of the “art of put- 
ting things,” to ase the well-known 
phrase of the ‘Country Parson,’ more 
importaut than that of giving a thing 
good name. In this no small amount 
of ingenuity and discrimiuation is 
dlearly necessary; for the essential 
principle of euch nomenclature ie to 
combine unimpeachable accuracy with 
a fair sound, and to ignore all those 
conditions which are caloulated to throw 
a different and less favourable light 
upon the transrotion that it is sought 
to describe. Muob attention is reqaired 
to these particulars at the present 
moment in Europe, where some of the 
Great Powers are engaged iu cuter. 
prises which certainly need all the 
shelter and apology that oan be afforded 
by a good name, No word implying 
iu the remotest sense a breach of either 
the Highth or the Tenth Commandment 
ia admissible in diplomatic parlance, 
aud thus it ia that somo such smooth 
phraso as “a spirited Colouial policy ” 
is omployed to describe ats which 
would otherwise rau a risk of being 
classed by a severe moralist in a less 
agreeably-sounding category. But by 
whatever name the course of action 
now being pursued by France and 
Germany may be most correotly de- 
siguated, there can be little doubt 
that both these Powers, rivals in Europe, 
























are emulating each other in a policy of | B 


annexation beyoud the sens. We liave 
seen enough lately of the colonizing 
efforts of France. She has made ber. 
self mistross of Tonquin, where ber 
fature colonists will, we fear, commaud 
the commiseration of the world: she is 
working sad havoc in Madagascar: 
aud now she is apparently preparing 
horself for a vow campaign in Burma, 
oY rit on the part of the Freuch 
Government is the more to be regretted 
as the French are not good colonists, 
aud it would be difficult to point to a 
single French colony in any part of the 
world which is really flourishing. With 
Gormany the case is different. We do 
not believe that France will ever bo a 
great Colonial Power; but that Germany 
may appear that capacity in the 
course of years there is far moro likeli. 
hood. And we base this opiuion not 
so much on the fact that the Fatherlaud 
has shown so much activity in aunexa- 
tion Iately, aud bas Inid claim to so 
large anamber of territories—of which 
more auiou—as upon the greater caution 
and foresight which distinguish intend- 
ing colonists, without whom no colonial | 
policy, however spirited, can prove 
suocessful. The question to Germans, as 
pointed out by a Correspondent of the 
Pall Mall Gazette, is not one of patrio- 
tiams merely ; itis algo, and primarily, one ! 
of possible profit and loss. A maltitude| 
of Germans, we are assured by ‘An 
Englishman in Berlin, with special re- 
ference to the question of the Carolines, 
“have uot yot decided whic side they 























onght to take, and show a desire to see 
how all these colonial projeots will turn 
out before they give iu their adherence 
to a spirited colonial policy in the ab- 
stract, A few are madly enthusiastic 
at the new course adopted by the Gu= 
vernment, but only a few. ‘The bulk 
of Germans resident in Germany ex 
press “hopefal satisfaction” at the 
steps now being taken by Priuce Bis- 
marek to give their country a Colonial 
Eopire, but farther than this their ap- 
proval docs uot go. * Cool-headed men 
do vot hide from themselves the diffi- 
culties and sacrifices which the orgaui- 
sation of a Colonial Empire will require, 
but, regarding Bismarok’s mensure as 
necessary to the commercial welfare of 
the country, they are prepared to plod 
on diligently till these difficulties lave 
been overcome, and as well as possible to 
restrain impatience till the suorifices have 
been made, They recoguize like sensible 
mon that it cauuot be all plain sailing, 
aud meau to mect whatever troubles 
may be in store with a brave heart.” 
‘Tarning now to the list of territories 
claimed or protected by Gormany at 
the preseut moment, we shull be able 
to see how far these moderate anticipn- 
tions are likely to be eventually realis- 
ed. First we lave Great Namaqualand, 
a territory extending from the Orange 
ir on the west coast of Africa to 
the 26th degree of south latitude, and 
luding altogether 900 German square 
miles, ‘This acquisitioz oansed a ebarp 
friotion a short time ago between the 
ish avd Germau Governments, aud 
it may be doubted whether the game 
was worth the oandle, All that oan bo 
said for the territory is -that it has a 
tolerable climate, and that people do 
not necessarily dio who try to live 
there. But it is “ waterless and sterile ;” 
caltivation isan almost hopeless task, 
and although “there is twik about 
wonderfal mines,” no results have | 
hitherto been forthcoming. Then there 
are the Cameroons, “These are the 
inspiration of the ‘ euthusiastic’ German | 
colonists, though, alus ! a less promising | 
laud for colonisation could not well be 
imagined.” This territory extonds from 
14 deg. to 44 deg. north latitude in | 
the Bay of Biafra, the northern bouud- | 
ary being the river Rio del Rey. It is | 
described aa utterly unfit for tho resi- 
dence of Europeans, many illuesses and 
deaths having occurred among those who | 
Lave gone there; go that although it is | 
rich, and may prove a good investment 
iv the dim future, much sacrifice of life

It is necessary, in the first 
place, for the British Government to 
recognise the fact that Germany bas 
eutored upon a colonising policy, aud 
is in tho way to found an empire, grent 
or swoll, flowishing or unsuccessful, 
as the case miny be, beyond the sean, 
Aud, #8 there cannot but be contact 
between England und Germany in other 
parts of the world—which is happily im- 
possible in Europe—it is desirable that 
both countries should as far aa possi- 
ble co-operate for their common wel- 
faro and the welfare of theie protece 
torates.

‘There are also many othor 
influences at work,—social, individual, 
commercial,and what not—the tendency 
of which, is thought, may be such 
as to render the demaud still more 
outitled to support, At present, how- 
ever, as thiugs are constituted, and 
granting for argument’s sake all the 
considerstious that Lave been urged, 
we believe the attempt to introdace 
reporters would fail in the object 
sought for. The practical discussions 
would be relegated eutirely to sub- 
committees who would meet in pri- 
vate, and the proceedings at the week- 
ly meetings of the whole Council 
would be parely formal, aud deal en- 
tirely with results. But what we do 
urge is that the reports furnished to the 
press should be very much fuller than 
they are uow—that they should be 
almost as fall as thoso of the proceedings 
of the Legislative Counsil in Hong- 
kong. ‘Tho précis now giveu are ridi- 
oulously meagre, and do not in avy 
way present anything like an adequate 
report of what bas taken place. ‘We 
make bold to say that if the private 
hearing of Mack’s charges by the 
Counoil had been properly reported at 
the time, a considerable amount of 
trouble might have beeu saved by the 
publicity. ‘This is but oue instanoe, 
and we bel there are scores of 
others, all pointing tbe saine moral.

office, A Chinese gentleman borrowed thi 
charmn of us some time ago for the benetit, 
of his dying wife. It was eventually re- 
turned to us without a word of thanks, the 
lady having died in spite of it. 

‘The Chineso Maitre Celeste and his 
doings remind us forcibly of Apollonins of 
‘Tyre ; indeed, we may slmost regard Chang, 
the first Pope, as the Eastern compeer of 
the marvellous man of Cappadvcia, Both 
men were born about the same cycle, 
though the Pythagorean philosopher (B.C, 
4) was Chaiy’s senior by about forty 
years, There is a atriking resemblance in 
their history and career from their birth, 
and throughout life. One example will 
suftice, though a score or moro could be 
cited. ‘The birth of Apollonius* was heral 
ed by the falling of thunderbolt and w 
chorusof swans; that of Chang by “tnbolide 
‘enflammé (qui) traversa comme ne fléche de 
few le ciel sombre et sans lune, luissant der- 
Titre lui une trainée car minée étincelante, et, 
chose étrange. tomba inerte et sans furce la 
as de la maison ves Tchung, dans le 
temps précis que le petit Tuo-ling venait dla 
lumigre (pg. 26.") Chang's insight into 
futurity aud magical powers were no less 
remarkable than those of Apollonius, even 
to raising the dead to life; in fact, the 
actions and mysticisms of these tro men 
are so much @ that we are almost 
prompted to believe that, the first Taoist 
hierarch must have heard of the wond 
ful western thaumaturgist during Ii 
to India, whence the famo of his theurgic 
ill may have reached China and found 
an imitator and rival in Chang ‘Tao-ling. 

In a history of the first ‘Wavist Pope 
one would have liked to hear something 
about the Tavist Vatican, but beyond the 
fact that his palace is situated in Kiangei, 
our historian affords scarcely any informa- 
tion a note pago G8 tuken from Br, 
Douglas's ‘Confucianism aud ‘Taoiem,’ 
we gather that the abode of the ‘Divine 
Man’ is situated in the Lung-hu Shan, or 
Dragon and Tiger mountain; but as ‘the 
place has been visited by Fronch mission- 
aries years ago, aud more recently by the 
Rev. V. C, Hart of Kiukiang, who eave an 
account of his trip in the Chinese Recorder 
1879, it would have added to the interes! 
and completeness of M. Imbault-Huart's 
history had he embodied all euch details in 
the pamphilet before 

He er, as the existence of the Taoist 
Pope is scarcely known to the geueral 
reader in Europe and China, the author's 
account of the Chang family will prove 
highly instructive and interesting reading, 
while students and missionaries would do 
well to make themselyos acquainted with 
the history of the Maitre Celeste and his 
wondrous works. ‘The present Pops visited 
Shanghai in 1876, and was interviewed by 
several foreigners, but M. Imbault-Huart 
inakes no allusion to this event.

DISASTROUS COLLISION IN HONGKONG 
HARBOUR. 

This morning (17th), shortly before eight 
o'clock, one of the mu jus collisions 
which haye ever occurred in Hongkong 
‘Harbour took place between the Gleu Line 
stexmer Glenfruin (Captain Norman) and 
the Netherlands India Steam Navigation 
Cos steamer Camorta (Captain Oreille). 
‘The circustances of the collision, so far as 
we have beon ablo to ascertain up to the 
present, are briefly as follows. ‘The Glen- 
‘fruin, bound for London, with a full cargo,

Norman, soving how matters stoud, decided 
to run his vessel ashore, aud with 
tance of several launches beached h 
shortly after eight o’clock, in Belcher’s 
Bay, just in front of the Praya Wall, 
facing’ the Glass Co.’s work. Almost 
mediately after, she settled down by the 
stern, which in now completely submerged, 
and her main deck is covered as far as the 
front of the engine room. Her stern is in 
four fathoms of water, aud her bow in tro 
aud a half fathoms. She is resting on 
mud bottom, and has a slight list to star- 
board. At prosent it is impossible to form 
any idea as to whether the task of raising 
Ler will be very difficult or not. No ons 
was injured, aud the crew, with the exc 
tion of the Captain, have saved their 
effects, . 

‘The damage sustained by the Camorta 
not of so serious a nature, but we under- 
stand hor bows are stove in and her stem 
broken, She weut across to the Cosmopo- 
litan Dock immediately after the collision, 
aud the work of discharging her cargo of 
sugar, preparatory to docking her, was at 
once begun. : 

‘The treasure on board tho Glenfruin, 
amounting to $50,000, has been landed, 
and a number of cargo boats and one or two 
large lighters are now alongside the steamer 
unloading her cargo of tes. 

We havesince learned that the Glenfruin 
was under steam, and her own engi 
worked, until she was beached at Belcber’s 
Bay.

DARING PIRACY ON BOARD A BRITISH 
STEAMER. 





MUROEN OF THE CAPTAIN, 
On Sunday the 18th int, news reached 
this colony of the most daring pi 
curred within these waters 
torious Spark tragedy. There li 
fact, « complete repetition of the Spark 
piracy on board the British steamer Grey- 
hound, Captain Syder, which plies between 
this port and Hoilow and Pakhoi, ‘The 
Greyhound left Hongkong at about six 
O'clock on Saturday morning with « general 
cargo, consisting of piece goods, rice, &e., 
altogether not of 
charactor, an 
110 pussengors. Lt is believed, however, 
that none of the holders of thess tickets 
wore concerned in the piracy, but that 
tho pirates wore mon who came on board 
shortly before the departure of the ship, 
thout tickets, in two batches, none 
of them having stockings on, and with no 
luggage but « fow boxes, which are now 
Dp have contained their weapons, 
heir p money was collected on 
board, “The Greyhound weighed anchor at 
Gw.an,, and yot as far ns an isla d called 
Kow Lan Tai Lo, which ia about seventy 
miles from this port, before any event of 
importance vccurred. ' Between twelve and 
one v’eluck, while the captai 1 the 
bridge, the ‘chief officer 0: 
the socond ofticer aft, the pirates rose snd- 
denly. Up n there had not been 
the sinallest suspicion ou board the steamer 
of any contemplated piracy ; uo precautio 
hiad been taken, aud no me ath 
tocope-with any sudden rising. Not one 
of the ship's officers had a single weapon 
about him, and being scattered about 
the ship as they were at the time the 
outbreak occurred, the pirates lad it all 
their own way from the very outset 
first intimation of the 
made by the pirates at the ceptain aud 
otticers, firing their weapons recklessly as 
they did ev. Captain Syder tried to fight 
his way to his cabiu, doubtless for the 











































































purpose of obtaining his revolver, but he 
was fired at all the way, and on tie star- 
board side of the deck he was shot down, 
‘The unfortunate man was then pounced 
upon, st-bbed, aud his body thrown over- 
boned. 

‘The chief officer got off the best of all. 
He had uot 80 far to run the gauntlet of 
the pirate’ firing, and 
below to his cabin wither hit at all, 
aud there he secured his revolver aud lay 
ready for all emergencies. The pirates 
knew that someone had got down below, 
aud learuing from one of the boys who it 
was, they seut down and parleyed with 
him, making an offer about to the «ifect 
that if he would come out peacefully, they 
would leave him uuharmed. He was then 
put in the afterhold, along with the other 
officers and the Chinese passengers,

They 
ordered him keep the engines at work, aud 
when they had disposed of the officers 
they procoeded to look round the steamer 
for plunder. ‘They had apparently received 

ome information which Ivd them to expec 
there was a groat deal of treasure or 
other valuable cargo on board, aud ex. 
pressed great disappointment at bein 
to find ouly one box of treasure, containing 
$2,000, and nothing else in the cargo that 
they deemed worth their while to remove. 
‘They then then proceeded to thoroughly 
raugack the whole of the passengers’ be- 
longings, aud took whatever waa worth 
appropriation, remarking the while that 
had they knowu the amount of plunder to 
be got was so small, they would nut have 
ble to carry out their auda- 
cious enterprise.

At the door ef the snte-chamber in the 
Pulace, the distinguished visitors were 
received by His Excellency Count Inouye, 
who was en grande tenve, his brexst covered 
with glittering orders.’ The Legate was 
then presented to jount Ito, Bliniste 
of the Imperial Household, and to a num- 
ber of high dignitaries who were prosent 
in full uniform. After a brief interval, the 
Master of Ceremonies appeared, and au- 
nounced the Emperor's readiness to receive 
i ‘Tho Legate aud the French 
passed into the {mperial 
Presence, followed by the two Abbés. ‘The 
Kmperor wore the uniform of Commander- 
in-Chisf, and received his visitors staud- 
ing. M.’Sienkiewicz introduced the Legate 
to His Majesty, accompanying the 
troduction with information which 
au interpreter trauslated, Bishop Osvuf 
then spoke thus :—" Pope Leo XII. begs 
to congratulate Your Imperial Majesty 
on the progress which has been made by 
jesty’s Empire, and desires the 
honour of establishing with Your Majesty 
the same amicable relations which he en- 
joys with the Sovereigns of the other great 
States of the world. He prays fur the ful- 
filmont of the noble and august aspi 
which direct Your Majesty’ 
order that his sincere sud hes 
for Your Majesty may be 1 ° 
has directed me, Osouf, to present a letter 
from him to Your Majesty. With Your 
Majesty’s gracious permission, 1 desi 
to express my sense of deep gratitude 
that I have been made the instrument 
of accomplishing stich au honourable 
mission, aud that I have been permitted 
the privilege of personally expressing 
my reverence towards Your Imperial 
M , and my prayers that the land 
over which Your Majesty rules may more 
and more prosper in the path of progress, 
aud that the glory of Your Majesty's Em- 
ire and the fiappiness of Your people may 
fuorexse porpetunlly.”
